Reports from Veracruz — Inspection and fumigation of vessels — Health 
conditions and sanitary work.. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Jacobs reports, April 26 and May 3: 
Week ended April 25. Five vessels were inspected and fumigated 
and 3 vessels inspected without further treatment. The general health 
and sanitary conditions of Veracruz and vicinity are fair. The city 
authorities have begun the work of tilling in low ground and ditching 
in the outskirts of the city, prepai'atory to the coming wet season. 
Smallpox is present, the last case being reported April 13. No other 
quarantinable diseases were reported during past week. Week ended 
May 2. No quarantinable disease was reported during the week. 
Five vessels were inspected and 7 inspected and fumigated during 
the week.

Report from Teheran — Cholera extinct at Kerbela — Plague diminish- 
ing at Jiddah — Quarantine at Gulf ports replaced: by medical 
inspection. 

The following is received from the American Legation at Teheran, 
under date of March 30: 

A note from the Persian minister of foreign affairs, dated March 
28, states that information has reached the sanitary council that there 
is now no cholera at Kerbela, and that the plague at Jiddah has almost 
disappeared. In consequence orders have been sent to the different 
stations removing the quarantine in Persian Gulf ports and substitut- 
ing medical inspection in its place.
